The Home Economics Department has developed into one of thè most 
outstanding departments of thè college. This year there are about thirty 
students who are taking a full course in Home Economics. Of this number 
there are four, Mary McGill, Mary Frances Leftwich, Macie Ruth White, 
and Mariana Duncan, who will receive certificates in Home Economics. 

The Home Economics Club, which was affiliated with thè National Home 
Economics Clubs, decided upon several projects for thè year, thè main one 
of which was thè operation of thè Tea Room. Besides giving thè college 
students a place to spend their leisure time and spare money, it affords thè 
Team Room girls thè opportunity of learning, managing, and budgeting. 
The profìts from thè Tea Room have gone to better equip thè Home Eco- 
nomics Room. 


The exhibits of all thè arts in dressmaking prove very successful and 
interesting. The sewing room is equipped with up-to-date machines and 
other furnishings. This year a model kitchen has been equipped in thè 
Foods Department. 

The freshman course in Home Economics consists of courses in art, 
dressmaking, child care, and a generai course in foods.
